The steel plant consibted of two wrkshops which were steel structures 
L150 x 30 meters. They were located northwest of the rolling mill.

Another source 
observed two blast furnaces about 15 meters in diameter and 20 meters 
high.

11, <A lime plant with two tower-like kilns vas under construction in the 
northeastern section of the plant area, One turbine was in operation 
in the power plant and another one was being installed.
